I herewith  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  your 
district  for  the  year  1937. 

This  report  is  drawn  up  in  accordance  with  Circular 
1561  of  the  Ministry  of  Health, 

SECTION  A. 

Statistics  and  Social  Conditions  of  the  Area. 

The  boundaries  of  the  Hemsworth  Urban  District  still 
remain  the  same  as  in  1936,  and  consist  of  4,163  acres,  com- 
prising the  townships  of  Hemsworth,  Kinsley  and  Fitzwilliam. 
After  prolonged  consulation  between  the  Ministry  of  Health 
and  the  County  Council  it  was  unfortunately  found  impossible 
to  include  the  Hemsworth  U.D.C.  in  the  County  Scheme  for 
amalgamation  of  areas  owing  to  the  increased  burden  of 
rates  which  would  have  fallen  on  your  district. 

The  principal  industry  of  the  district  is  coal  mining, 
and  its  allied  trades,  the  rest  of  the  area  being  devoted  to 
Agriculture. 
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The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  population  for 
1937  is  12,780,  as  compared  with  12,890  for  1936. 

The  Census  figures  for  the  past  six  years  being  as

According  to  the  rate  books  the  number  of  inhabited 
houses  at  the  end  of  1937  was  2,940,  as  compared  with  2,931 
in  1936,  and  2,089  in  1921  when  the  Urban  District  was 
formed.  This  number  will  be  greatly  increased  by  the  end 
of  1938. 

The  Rateable  Value  at  the  end  of  1937  was  £48,313 
and  the  sum  represented  by  a penny  rate  was  £180.

To  the  Members  of  the  Hemsworth  Urban  District  Council. 
Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Dooley  and  Gentlemen, 

In  accordance  with  Circular  1650  issued  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  I have  much  pleasure  in  submitting  to 
you  my  Annual  Report  for  the  year  1937,  this  being  my 
fifteenth  Annual  Report. 

In  the  early  part  of  1937  there  was  a suspicion  of  food 
poisoning  in  connection  with  the  food  provided  for  the 
children  of  the  Hemsworth  Grammar  School.  This  matter 
was  thoroughly  investigated  by  one  of  the  County  Council 
Medical  Officers  and  myself  and  25  specimens  of  faeces  were 
submitted  for  bacteriological  examination.  Negative  results 
were  obtained  and  there  has  not  been  any  further  complaints 
in  connection  with  this  matter. 
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SECTION  C. 

Sanitary  Circumstances  of  the  Area. 


Water. 


No  extension  of  your  water  services  has  been  found 
necessary  during  the  year  and  the  supply  has  been  adequate. 
The  water  is  supplied  through  the  Hemsworth  Joint  Water 
Committee  and  the  officers  of  this  body  take  frequent  samples 
both  for  chemical  and  bacteriological  examination.  The 
whole  of  the  samples  taken  have  been  reported  upon  and 
have  been  satisfactory. 


Drainage  and  Sewerage. 

No  extension  has  been  made  in  connection  with  Sewers 
in  this  district  during  the  year  and  with  the  exception  of 
outlying  farms  and  20  houses  which  are  chiefly  situate  in  the 
Royd  Moor  district,  the  whole  of  the  houses  are  connected 
to  the  Sewer.  The  houses  not  connected,  all  have  Cesspools 
which  are  emptied  by  the  Council’s  Cesspool  Emptier. 


Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  complaints  have  been  received  in  respect  of  the 
polution  of  any  streams  in  your  area  and  it  has  not  been 
found  necessary  to  take  any  action  in  this  respect. 


Closet  Accommodation. 

During  the  year  80  privy  middens  have  been  converted 
into  water  closets.  This  work  was  carried  out  under  my 
supervision  and  to  my  complete  satisfaction.  At  the  present 
time  the  closet  accommodation  in  your  area  is  as  follows : —

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The  majority  of  the  Privies  remaining  are  connected 
with  houses  which  it  is  impossible  to  drain  to  the  sewers,  or 
outlying  farmsteads. 

Public  Cleansing  (Night  Soil). 

The  work  of  removing  night  soil  was  until  the  latter 
part  of  the  year  carried  out  by  Council  workmen  comprising 
2 men  and  1 horse  and  cart.  In  the  later  part  of  the  year 
the  horse  was  disposed  of  and  the  work  is  now  carried  out 
by  motor  with  driver  and  assistant.  The  privies  are  emptied 
approximately  every  10  days  and  the  refuse  now  taken  to  the 
Council’s  rubbish  tip  instead  of  being  tipped  on  farmers’  land 
as  was  the  practice  when  the  horse  and  cart  was  employed.  No 
complaint  has  been  received  in  connection  with  this  work 
during  the  year. 

Dry  Ashes. 

Removal  of  dry  ashes  is  carried  out  by  the  Council’s 
workmen  with  3 Ford  2 ton  covered  refuse  vehicles.  In  case 
of  emergency  such  as  after  holidays  etc.,  the  staff  is  aug- 
mented by  the  employing  of  the  motor  lorry  which  is  used 
by  the  Highways  department.  The  Dust  Bins  are  emptied 
weekly  and  the  whole  of  the  refuse  taken  to  the  Council’s 
tip  where  a system  of  controlled  tipping  is  in  operation.  In 
addition  to  the  Bins  being  emptied  weekly,  refuse  from  the 
shops,  schools,  etc.,  is  removed  when  necessary.  The  total 
cost  of  this  work  and  the  disposal  thereof  amounted  to 
£1,526  3s.  8d.  and  the  cost  of  removing  night  soil 
£333  19s.  lid. 

The  average  number  of  Bins  emptied  and  removed 
each  week  is  2,850  or  approximately  950  bins  per  lorry  per 
week. 

Cesspools. 

Work  of  emptying  cesspools  is  now  carried  out  by  the 
Council’s  Cesspool  emptier.  The  contents  of  the  Cesspool 
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emptier  are  conveyed  to  the  nearest  Sewerage  Works  and  is 
then  deposited  in  the  main  sewer.  The  cost  of  emptying 
each  cesspool  varies  both  in  proportion  to  its  size  and  the 
number  of  times  it  is  emptied  and  the  total  cost  for  the  20 
cesspools  in  your  area  was  £108. 


Sanitary  Inspection  of  the  Area  (Nuisances). 

The  total  number  of  inspections  made  for  nuisances 
totalled  731  which  resulted  in  234  nuisances  being  found 
which  were  dealt  with  in  the  first  instance  by  the  serving 
of  Informal  Notice  upon  the  persons  concerned.  It  was 
found  necessary  to  serve  Statutory  Notice  in  one  instance 
which  notice  was  complied  with  without  taking  legal  pro- 
ceedings. Many  nuisances  found  on  the  Council’s  Estates 
were  reported  upon  by  the  rent  collectors  and  were  dealt 
with  immediately  upon  receipt  by  the  Housing  Estates  De- 
partment. The  Offensive  Trades  in  your  area  number  20  of 
which  15  are  fish  frying,  the  whole  of  these  Offensive  Trades 
have  been  carried  out  satisfactorily. 


Shops. 


36  Shops  have  been  re-inspected  by  myself  in  company 
with  the  W.R.C.C.  Shops  Inspector.  In  2 instances  insuffi- 
cient heating  was  found  and  as  a result  of  an  Informal  Notice 
these  were  remedied. 


Smoke  Abatement. 

The  Smoke  Stacks  in  connection  with  the  local  Colliery 
are  the  only  cause  of  any  offence  in  this  direction.  Observa- 
tions are  made  from  time  to  time  but  it  has  not  been  found 
necessary  to  report  any  contravention  of  the  Council’s  Bye- 
laws. Offensive  fumes  from  the  waste  tips  are  still  causing 
a nuisance  and  while  this  nuisance  is  minimised  by  the 
Company  as  much  as  possible  it  is  not  yet  overcome. 
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Swimming’  Baths  and  Pools. 

There  are  no  Swimming  Baths  or  Pools  in  your  Area 
but  as  reported  previously  there  is  the  Paddling  Pool  in 
your  Public  Park.  Effective  measures  are  taken  to  see  that 
there  is  no  danger  to  health  to  children  using  this  Pool. 

Eradication  of  Bed  Bugs. 

None  of  the  Council  houses  were  reported  as  infested 
with  Bed  Bugs  during  the  year,  but  three  houses  belonging 
to  private  owners  were  reported.  These  houses  were  dealt 
with  by  a contractor  and  the  method  adopted  in  this  instance 
was  the  removal  of  all  necessary  woodwork  and  thoroughly 
spraying  with  Insecticide  previous  to  which  a plumbers  blow 
lamp  was  passed  over  every  part  where  possible  trace  of  bugs 
could  be  found.  This  method  has  been  fairly  satisfactory. 
Re-inspection  is  made  after  a period  of  24  hours  and  if 
necessary  a further  spraying  is  carried  out. 

Schools. 

The  whole  of  the  Schools  in  the  Area  are  supplied  with 
water  from  the  Public  Water  supply  and  the  water  carriage 
system  is  in  operation  in  every  school.  When  necessary 
Schools  are  disinfected  and  Notice  is  given  to  the  Head 
Teachers  of  schools  of  any  scholar  suffering  from  Infectious 
Disease. 


SECTION  D. 

Housing. 

The  overcrowding  which  exists  in  your  area  has  not 
been  relieved  during  the  year  owing  to  the  fact  that  the  60 
houses  at  Hemsworth  built  for  the  relief  of  overcrowd'ng 
have  not  been  completed.  It  is  anticipated  that  the  houses 
would  be  ready  for  occupation  in  the  early  part  of  1938  and 
the  overcrowded  families  will  then  be  dealt  with  as  the 
houses  become  ready  for  occupation.  90  Houses  at  Kinsley 
are  in  the  course  of  erection  for  the  purpose  of  abating 
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overcrowding  in  the  Kinsley  and  Fitzwilliam  parts  of  your 
Area.  During  the  year  Closing  Orders  were  made  in  respect 
of  9 dwelling  houses  but  it  has  only  been  found  possible  to 
demolish  2 of  these  houses  owing  to  the  difficulty  in  finding 
suitable  alternative  accommodation  for  the  displaced  tenants. 
There  is  no  doubt  that  the  economic  conditions  of  many  of 
the  people  mitigates  the  possibility  of  their  taking  houses 
which  are  suitable  to  their  needs,  which  owing  to  financial 
circumstances  they  cannot  occupy.  The  total  number  of 
houses  still  overcrowded  at  the  end  of  the  year  totals  136 
and  the  total  number  of  persons  dwelling  therein  totals  993. 

SECTION  E. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Foods. 

The  inspection  of  the  Dairy  Farms  and  cattle  in  your 
area  is  still  carried  out  by  the  W.R.C.C.  Veterinary  Staff  in 
company  with  myself.  Bi-yearly  inspection  of  the  whole  of 
the  farms  where  milk  production  is  carried  on  is  made  and 
the  approximate  number  of  dairy  cattle  kept  is  200.  The 
whole  of  the  conditions  have  been  found  to  be  satisfactory, 
the  only  exception  being  that  in  one  case  a cowshed  is  not 
up  to  standard,  and  this  matter  is  being  dealt  with  in  the 
coming  year.  I am  pleased  to  report  that  during  the  year 
one  producer  applied  for,  and  obtained  sanction  for  the  pro- 
duction of  (Accredited)  Milk.  This  was  the  first  applica- 
tion made  in  your  district  and  it  is  hoped  that  every  pro- 
ducer will  follow  this  example.  Samples  of  this  milk  are 
being  taken  by  the  officers  of  the  W.R.C.C.  by  whom  the 
Licence  is  granted.  During  the  year  20  samples  of  milk  have 
been  taken  by  me  for  analysis  under  the  Food  and  Drugs 
(Adulteration)  Act,  1928,  and  while  none  were  found  adulter- 
ated three  were  found  deficient  in  fat  and  cautions  were 
issued  by  the  W.R.C.C.  10  Samples  of  milk  were  also  taken 
for  the  presence  of  tuberculosis  and  of  these,  6 were  found 
to  be  affected.  The  whole  of  the  facts  were  reported  to  the 
W.R.C.C.  and  the  necessary  action  was  taken  by  the  W.R.C.C. 
Veterinary  Staff. 
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Meat  and  Other  Foods. 

The  whole  of  the  Shops,  and  stalls  on  your  Public 
Market,  where  meat  and  other  foods  are  sold  or  prepared 
are  systematically  inspected.  The  goods  exposed  for  sale  are 
invariably  of  high  quality.  With  regard  to  the  slaughter 
houses  in  your  area  they  are  still,  as  in  former  years,  12  in 
number,  and  during  the  year  616  visits  were  made  when 
slaughtering  was  taking  place.  The  number  of  animals 
slaughtered  in  this  district  is  very  high  owing  to  the  fact 
that  a large  amount  of  wholesale  business  is  carried  out  by 


the  butchers  concerned.  The  actual 
killed  during  the  year  is  as  follows : —

The  total  number  of  carcasses  condemned  for  tuber- 
culosis only  was  9 cows,  and  the  carcasses  of  which  some 
part  or  organs  were  condemned  for  tuberculosis  only  was  11 
cows  and  4 pigs.  Other  diseases  except  tuberculosis,  in  which 
some  part  of  the  carcass  or  organ  was  condemned  totalled 
15  Cows,  1 Sheep  and  1 Pig.  Owing  to  the  large  number  of 
animals  slaughtered  in  this  district  the  work  of  meat  inspec- 
tion takes  up  a very  large  amount  of  time,  as  it  is  essential, 
seeing  that  the  meat  is  despatched  to  numerous  parts  of  the 
West  Riding  that  adequate  supervision  of  all  animals  slaught- 
ered is  made.
